Advocates of Alameda Have 
Struck Snag. 


Mare Island Has Advantage, 
— Say. 


Charge Use of Unfair Methods 
at Hearing. 


{EXCLUSIVE DISPATCH.) 
WASHINGTON, Feb. 21.—A bat- 
tle royal is being fought in the 
naval committees over the selection 
of a site for a big naval base in San 
Francisco Bay. 
A naval board headed by Admiral 


Helm made a report to the Navy 
Department last year in favor of the 
establishment of a base with docks, 
shops and all necessary buildings at 
Alameda on the lower bay. opposite 
the city. „ At the time this report 
was made there was little objection 
by the advocates of other local sites. 

It was taken for granted that the 
approaches to Mare Island navy 
yard, twenty miles from San Fran- 
cisco, could nct be kept dredged to 

a depth suffwient for superdread- 
— that docks could not well 
be built there and that the avatiable 
anchorage or harbor space was in- 
sufficient. For these reasons the 
Navy Depa ent and the general 
board approved the Helm board re- 
port and have asked Congress to ap- 
propriate $100,000,000 for the build- 
ing and complete equipment of the 
Alameda base. 

In the meantime the commandant 
and civil] engineer at the 
land navy yard made a report; and 
prepared a plan for the extension of 
the facilities of the present navy 
yard which they assert will provide 
a well equipped naval base with two 
large docks that will accommodate 
dreadnaughts for a total expenditure 
of about $28,000,000. It so happens 
that this is about the amount that 
will be required to prepare the 
Alameda base with its docks, gut ex- 
clusive of the cost of shops and oth- 
er equipment. 

It appears that the civil engineer 
at Mare Island is supported in his 
contention by the opinion of the 
United States Army engineer in 
charge of dredging in San Frarcisco 
Bay, who asserts that it is perfect- 
ly possible to maintain a forty-foot 

hannel up to the Mare Island site.

HOLDS COUNCIL 


Court Finds Chief Part of Law 

Unconstitutional. 

Temporary In junction Given 
Landlady Against City. 


“Fight is Only Started,” Says 
Tenants’ Body H ead. 


* The rent-fixing ordinance recently 


adopted by the City Council was 
held to be unconstitutional by Pre- 
siding Judge Shenk of the Superior 
Court yesterday, 80 far as it pur- 
ports to fix prices which may be 
charged as rental of private prop- 
erty. The temporary § injunction 
against its enforcement asked for 
by Louise A. Bruning, a landlady, 
the demurrer of the 
defendant, City Prosecutor E. W 
Widney, was overruled and he was 
allowed ten days in which to an- 
swer the charges in the complaint. 
The arguments on a permanent in- 
junction will then be heard. 

The court held that the city has 
not the power to fix rates for pri- 
vate property; that the authority 


was given to the State Rallroad 
Commission. 

Section two was left unde 
termined by the court. Thisvrelates 


to the right of the landlord to cut 
off light, heat and power. 

The object of the ordinance, which 
makes it a misdemeanor to violate 
any of its provisions, was o-fold, 
the court said. First, ibiting 
the collection of more th the 
designated percentage as rental 
value of private property, and sec- 
ond, prohibiting the thing set forth 
in section two.

“We have yet to learn of a case 
of fixing rates on property of the 
public.‘ The city cannot, on an 
theory of police power,atake private 
property from one person and give 
it to another, The attempt by the 
city to exercise this right to fix rates 
is beyond its power.“ f

“When the Esch-Cummins bill was un- 
der discussion a year ago The Times ex- 
pressed the opinion that the limitation of 
profits and other restrictions placed upon 
the rallroad companies by the government 
would make an early rehabilitation of the 
country’s transportation systems impossi- 


of the railroads today fully confirms tbat 
prophecy. Thirty-six steam railroads failed 
during the month of January to earn operat: 
Twenty-eight other lines, 
while earning operating expenses, did not 
accumulate a surplus sufficient to pay taxes 
and other fixed charges. It was not a ques- 
tion of net profits, but of heavy deficits. 


In an endeavor to reduce expenses to the 
level of receipts, these sixty-four companies 
have reduced their pay rolls by laying off 
200,000 employees since September 1; but 
“cutting’ to the bone” did not enable the 
roads to evade operating at a loss. What 
of the futdre? The railroad industry is the 
most important in the United States. Upon 
fits prosperity depends the welfare of the 
country in general. Distribution is just as 
necessary as production. Transportation is 
the hub about which the industrial whee! 
revolves. When the railroads are crippled 
business in every section of the country be- 
gins to limp. Unless the roads can be op 
erated at a profit it is only a question of 
months until they cease to operate at all.

A notorious 
example of that spirit was manifested by 
Dr. John R. Haynes and his clique of 
half-baked economists here in Los Angeles. 
E. H. Harriman, the great railroad builder 
and organizer, permitted himself to be per- 
suaded during one of his visits to Los An- 
geles to agree to build a subway from Hill 
street to the western city limits to relieve 
the surface traffic. He said at the time it 
would be in the nature of an experiment, 
for no other city of the then population of 
Los Angeles in the whole world had such a 
subway. Rights of way were purchased; 
but when a franchise was applied for the 
corporation baiters declared that it meant 
turning the city ever to greedy corporation 
magnates. They named vast sums which 
they said the Harriman interests would 
make out of it; and they raised a hue and 
cry that blocked the whole project. The 
| congested condition of traffic on the down- 
town streets is the result. 

Such is the spirit which railroad builders 
were compelled to combat all over the 
country, with the result that capital was no 
longer attracted to railway investment. The 
last straw seems to have been added to the 
load by the restrictions which the Federal 
government ard tho different State govern- 
ments have imposed on railroad operation.

TUDIED DECEPTIONS. 
When a cause can be sustained only 
by persistent misrepresentation ft is plainly 
bad. In soliciting support for the King tax 
bill a number of administration speakers 
assert that if the bill were to be defeated 
it would be necessary for the Legislature 
to deny to the public schoolteachers of the 
State the increase in pay which was made 
mandatory in the public-school act adopted 
by the electorate of the State at the last 
general election. | 
Such a statement can only be made by 
one who is ignorant of the provisions of the 
State Constitution or who is making a ma- 


believing that tha teachers can be made to 
suffer if the bill is defeated. The pay ot 
teachers is definitely fixed in an initiatory 
amendment. It can be repealed or mod 
fied only by a vote of the whole people. 
The Legislature is as powerless to n 
it as to nullify the Constitution. 7 

Any system of retrenchment adopted by 
the Legislature catifot touch the salaries 
of the teachers. California pays a large 
sum for public education but not too much. 
It pays a large sum for the care of the or- 
phans and the insane but not too much. It 
pays an enormous sum to support its hun- 
dred boards and commissions—at least four 
times too much; and herein ig a retrench- 
ment for which the taxpayers are clamor- 
ing. The heads of the Forty Fat Commis- 
sions are campaigning for, an increase in 
taxes in order that their own salaries may 
‘be protected and increased. They know 
what limbs will be lopped off if the ax 
strikes. They know they are in danger and 


the women school-teachers. 

Only a plunderbund fights, thus. The 
teachers of the State have been told that re- 
trenchment will hit them. It is not true, 
and the teachers: themselves should resent 
such an attempt to play upon their assumed 
credulity. It is an insult alike to the intel- 
ligence of the teachers and to that of the 
general public. A case that has to be bol- 
stered up by such tactics is near collapse. 

Equally false is the statement that the 
railroads gf the State are $10,000,000 to che 
good because their tax rate was not in- 
creased by the Legislature of 1917. Clyde 
Seavey of the State Board ot Control mis- 
represents the facts in relation to the rail- 
roads in every speech that he makes, al- 
though informed repeatediy of his error. 
Speaker Wright of the Assembly does the 
same. Such persistent misrepresentation, 
when the speakers are fully cognizant of 
the facts, can only be attributed to a willful 
desire to deceive. In 1919 the railroads of 
the State were under Federal control. Their 
incomes were guaranteed for that year and 
until September, 1920. If the tax rates had 
been quadrupled in 1919 it would not have 
cost the owners of the roads one dollar that 
year; for their income did not depend upon 
the earnings while the roads were- under 
Federal control. The money would have 
come from the Federal treasury. 

These are two glaring instances of the 
studied deceptions by the administration 
campaigners to secure more fuel for the op- 
eration of the State political machine. The 
kernel of the controversy over the King tax 
bill is exposed in the following comparative 
estimates of the cost of State government:

Doubtless the expendi- 
tures of the executive department in the 
last four years equalled the entire expense 
of government during Washington’s first 
term. It would be a fine thing t we had a 
Washington at Sacramento—a public serv- 
ant who asked not for money and insisted 
that the expenditures of the people's coin 
be pared to the bone. Poor George would 
drop dead if he could see the budget pre- 
pared this year by the State administration. 
As it is, we celebrate his birthday dy 
spending a million or two in buying dia- 
mond-studded night shirts for the members 
of the Commission to Restore the Devas- 
tated Grape Industry of California. Odds 
fish! But these be different days. -

GROWERS WILL PLAN 
#REIGHT CUT FIGHT. 


SHIPPERS OF SAN GABRIEL 
VALLEY WILL CONFER 
THURSDAY NIGHT. 


The first gun in the fight of the 
small ‘growers to bring down pres- 
ent freight rates will be fired Thurs- 
day evening when the fruit and 
vegetable growers of the San Gabriel 
Valley meet in the Alhambra High 
School under the auspices of the 
Alhambra Farm Bureau. The meet-. 
ing is to be the first of an organ- 
ized attempt to readjust rates so that 
California farm products can again 
be marketed profitably in the East. 

Plans have been completed by the 
States and National Federation of 
Farm Bureaus, representing 2,000,- 
000 farmers, to hold similar meet- 
ings over the entire country under 
the auspices of local farm bureaus 
and Alhambra has been the first to 
act on the suggestion. 

At Thursday's meeting many 
prominent men of the valley will 
speak, including both growers and 
merchants. The chief speaker of 
the evening will be E. G. zell, as- 
sistant general manager of the Cali- 
fornia Fruit Growers Exchange..An- 
other speaker will be Robert 
Hodgson, Farm Adviser 
county. 

The contention of the growers is 
that with 25,000 freight cars lying 
idle, there is no excuse’ for the pres- 
ent rates. They say that while the 
cost of operating the railroads is 
still large, having not yet fully re- 
covered from the war-time condi- 
tions, the large number of idle cars 
warrants a reduction in rates.
